South McAlester, I. T., July 19. —lf 
reports be true the federal government 
may have a new line of activity added 
to its numerous functions in the Indian 
Territory in the near future—namely, 
suppressing the padrone, or banking 
system, among the Italian miners in 
the coal belt. The padrone system has 
caused no end of mischief in the east 
and It promises to be just as vicious in 
this neighborhood. 
The system is 
founded upon the extreme ignorance of 
one class of Italians and the shrewd­ 
ness of anothef. 
It is seldom that an 
Italian laborer in the coal belt can be 
found who will put his money in a bank. 
Every Saturday he takes his surplus 
which is always large to his padrone, 
the clever Italian, who receives it and 
uses it sometimes for years at a stretch 
without giving the least security or 
paying any interest. 
It is estimated in this city and the 
surrounding coal towns that a sum in 
excess of $196,666 of Italian money is 
in the hands of the various padrones of 
the mining camps. 
Part of this large 
sum is deposited in the Uveal banks and 
part of it, by a system not understood 
outside of its votaries, g o e s from one 
padrone to another until at last it 
reaches the large padrone banks in 
New York and New Jersey which are 
legal institutions patronized only by 
Italians. 
The department of justice has re­ 
ceived no instructions as yet but it is 
presumed that the padrone system will 
be broken up by the prosecutions of 
the chief Italians for doing a banking 
business without any license and by 
methods contrary to the laws govern­ 
ing banks in this territory. 
Notwith­ 
standing the fact that the Italians have 
been warned time and time again, they 
still stay by their padrones and the sum 
deposited by them each month with

Notwithstanding 
its age, I am always eager to receive 
the News, and a few of my comrades 
are as eager as I am. 
I will say a word about life in the 
Islands which may interest some of 
your readers. Camp Keithley is on the 
Mindanao island and in Moro province. 
It is situated on top of a mountain 30,- 
000 feet above the sea level. The cli­ 
mate is mild but it is very sultry in the 
low lands during the day. 
Vegetation grows so fast that in two 
weeks grass grows as high as a man’s 
head. Through many places ckvthed in 
this rank vegetation soldiers have to 
pass when on marches, and there is 
where the Moro enemy hide themselves. 
Sometimes when soldiers are on the 
march the treacherous

will 
spring from hiding places in the high 
grass and cut down a soldier with his 
bolo and escape defore assistance can 
be given the victim.

DANGER IN DISTRICTING. 
Friday 
Judge Clayton arrives in 
Ada to meet the citizens of this record­ 
ing district and arrange for a hurried 
enumeration of the district’s inhabit­ 
ants. on which to base our representa­ 
tion in the cerning constitutional con­ 
vention. 
Whatever may be the merits 
or demerits of this plan. it puts the 
census in the people’s hands. 
That 
feature alone is reason sufficient to 
arouse an interest among the citizens 
of the district and to stimulate a large 
and representative meeting 
Friday. 
It is to be regretted that Judge Clay- 
tan’s popular plan is not being followed 
by the members of the districting 
board who have charge of the crude 
census in the northern nations of the 
territory; also it is to be regretted that 
these enumerators appointed in the 
Choctaw and Chickasaw nations have 
not time to take a thorough census. 
Here’s the reason for the regrets: 
In official circles it has been assumed 
that there are 750,000 people in each 
territory. 
Indian Territory being al­ 
lowed a total of fifty-five delegates in 
the convention, it is being assumed 
that a delegate will be coming to ap­ 
proximately each 14.000. 
Unquestion­ 
ably the Choctaw-Chickasaw country 
will not be 
accorded 
a population 
greater than that shown by the returns 
of these enumerators in the districts, 
though it may be smaller. 
In the 
short time allowed for the work—for 
instance the sixteenth district will have 
five days—the full population can not 
possibly be enumerated. 
Under the circumstances the figures 
of the two southern nations are sure to 
be small enough. 
Suppose they should 
show an average of 14,000 for each 
district, or a total of 200,000. 
What 
would hinder the board from giving the 
other 
nations—Cherokee. 
Creek and 
Seminole—the remainder of the 750,000 
people, or nearly three-fourths of the 
delegates? 
Such proeeedure wouldn’t be so aw­ 
ful “ raw;” it is quite conceivable. 
In 
those nations they a-ie making census 
estimates without publicity and only 
from partisan sources, and the shout 
has gone down the republican*line that 
there has been in the last few years a 
much heavier influx of settlers in the 
north part than the south part of the 
territory. 
It is a notorious fact that 
the bulk*of the republicans live in the 
north part; and almost equally notor­ 
ious that the lower side has experienced 
as much immigration 
and contains 
more people than the north side. 
The News is not assailing the in­ 
tegrity of the districting board, but 
that board is republican, the party is 
under oath to carry the new state, they 
know desperate efforts alone will se­ 
cure a majority for the party—and it 
would be so easy, aim >st conscientious, 
just to close the enumeration by giving 
the northern nations the rest of the 
750, OOO after 
subtracting the little 
bunch which will be returned from the 
Choctaw-!Chickasaw section. 
The News hopes this will not occur, 
hut it can’t keep from pointing out the 
peril.

How to Keep the Mower in Good Or­ 
der-Better to Mow Twice Than 
Once a Week. 


The lawn mower is generally much 
abused by the majority of those who 
ae# it 
When nicely adjusted and in 
sood working order it may be kept 
■lo by a hair's breadth turn of the 
Adjusting screws or bolts and no one 
should be allowed to 
meddle 
with 
these parts unless be fully 
under­ 
stands them. 
The blades of the lawn 
mower strike the cutting bar in such 
ai manner as to be largely self-sharp 
ming and no machine, if well oiled 
md adjusted, will need 
sharpening 
unless it Is run into stones or other 
hard substances that may dull or bend 
the knives. 
The ordinary machine oil used upon 
larger machines than the lawn mower, 
jn wagons, etc., Is too heavy for th* 
awn mower except in very hot weath­ 
er and should be thinned with an 
qual amount of kerosene.

ma- 
•bine will keep in perfect working or­ 
der for a great length of time wit.h- 
aut cleaning and the 
lawn 
mower 
which is run through so much dust 
»nd dirt should be taken apart once 
>r twice every season, each part care­ 
fully cleaned and wiped 
and 
then 
freshly oiled. 
The 
machines 
with 
argo wheels and ball bearings run 
more easily than many of the older 
>atterns, but the latter, if kept in 
perfect order, will run with compara­ 
tive ease and will do good service for 
many years. 
When the lawn dippings are fchort. 
not over an inch in length, they will 
mettle down among the grass stems 
md decay, but if they are too long 
or are wet they will bunch and in 
very w*arm weather will smother the 
grass stalks and roots under them. In 
most cases it will require less time 
md effort to mow twice a week (%ul 
let the clippings drop on the ground 
and remain there than to cut but one* 
a week and rake up the clippings, a. 
must often be done.—Chicago Chron 
lei*.

AUTHORITIES ANXIETY 


South McAlester, I. T., July 19.-If 


reports be true the federal government 
may have a new line of activity added 
to it* numerous functions in the Indian 
Territory in the near future—namely, 
aupjHomimt the padrone, or banking 
Bvttaa* among the Italian miners in 
the coal belt. The padrone system has 
caused no end of mischief in the east 
and It promisee to be just as vicious in 
tin* neighborhood. 
The system is 


founded upon the extreme ignorance of 
on* class of Italians and the shrewd- 
neat of anotfaef. 
It is seldom that an 


ItaBan laborer in the coal belt can be 
found who will put his money in a bank. 
Every Saturday he takes his surplus 
which is always large to his padrone, 
the clever Italian, who receives it and 
use* it sometimes for years at a stretch 
without giving the least security or 
paying any interest. 
It is estimated in this city and the 


surrounding coal towns that a sum in 
excess of $160,090 of Italian money is 
in the hands of the various padrones of 
the mining camps. 
Part of this large 


sum is deposited m the local banks and 
part of it, by a system not understood 
outside of its votaries, goes from one 
padrone to another until at last it 
reaches the large padrone banks >n 
New York and New Jersey which are 
legal institutions patronized onlj bj 
Italians 


The department of justice has re- 


ceived no instructions as yet but it is 
presumed that the padrone system will 
be broken up by the prosecutions of 
the chief Italians for doing a banking 
business without any license and b> 
methods contrary to the laws govern- 
ing banks in this territory. 
Notwith- 


standing the fact that the Italians have 
been warned time and time again, thej 
still stay by their padrones and the sum 
deposited by them each month with 
these men would make an ordinary man 
nch.

In reading the News I noticed an 


item mentioning my remittance to the 
paper and referring to the time it takes 
for mail to travel to and fro from here 
to Indian\ Territory. We count it Jucky 
if we get mail within six weeks after 
its date, but most of our mail is from 
four to five week sold. Notwithstanding 
its age, 1 am always eager to receive 
the News, and a few of my comrades 
are as eager as I am. 


I will say a word about life in the 


Islands which may interest some of 
your readers. Camp Keithleyis on the 
Mindanao island and in More province. 
It is situated on top of a mountain 30,- 
000 feet above the sea level. The cli- 
mate is mild but it is very sultry in the 
low lands during the day. 


Vegetation grows so fast that in two 


weeks grass grows as high as a man's 
head 
Through many places clothed in 


this rank vegetation soldiers have to 
pass when on marches, and there is 
where the Moro enemy hide themselves. 
Sometimes when soldiers are on the 
march the treacherous enemy will 
spring from hiding places in the high 
grass and cut down a soldier with his 
bolo and escape defore assistance can 
be gi\en the victim

the following report and was discharged 
at noon yesterday: 
^ "We have been especially convened 
to investigate the act of a mob in mur- 
dering John Fullbright on Sunday, July 
1, last. Fullbright, it is alleged, was 
guilty of criminal assault. We have 
spent over two weeks and have heard 
over a hundred witnesses in an attempt 
to ascertain who were guilty of the 
crime. 
We regret that we 
have 


not been able to learn 
the names 


of the conspirators and 
the 
ac- 


tors with a sufficiency of evidence as to 
warrant us in finding a bill. 


"We would respectfully suggest that 


this matter be referred to the grand 
jury at the next term of this court, who 
will have the advantage of the testi- 
mony submitted to us and will not have 
to grope in the dark in an effort to find 
clews. 


"Believing that we can do no more 


in this matter, we ask to be dis- 
charged." 


When the report was read Judge 


Dickerson merely said: 


"Gentlemen, you are discharged-" 
On being interviewed later he stated 


that he regarded it as a gross miscar- 
riage of justice. 


It is currently reported that the jury 


stood 11 to 5 for the indictment of twen- 
ty-five men for murder. 


Judge Dickerson stated that bad not 


decided as to whether he would refer 
the matter to the grand jury at the 
next regular term of court or call an- 
other special grand jury. It is believed 
that the officers here are waiting for 
further instructions from Washington.

DISTRICT IN SESSION 


NEW REGULATIONS WILL 


MAKE SALABLE MUCH LAND 


Musk ogee, I. T., July 19.-Keen in- 


terest is taken in the new rules and 
regulations under which inherited lands 
in Indian Territory may be sold and the 
full-blood may lease. The first copy of 
the regulations were received by In- 
spector Wright today 
It is estimated 


that under the inherited land law one- 
fourtfe of the land in Indian Territory 
will be placed on the market, at least 
it will be made saleable and taxable. 


The only change that is made in the 


inherited lands from the present mode 
of selling through the Indian agency is 
that the application to sell must be 
nuA. by identified heirs of the deceased 
allottee. The land luted for sale must 
be advertised in a newspaper that is 
published in a nation where the land 
he*.In the tease rules there are some im- 
portant changes. The oil lease rules 
that have been effective in the Creek 
and Cherokee nations for some time are 
extended over the Choctaw and Chick- 


asaw nations. 
The Curtis bill prohibi- 


ted the full-blood Indians from selling 
or leasing their homesteads under any 
' consideration 
The new rule provides 


j that the homesteads may be leased for 


i three years for 
grazing 
purposes, 


five years for agricultural purposes and 
fifteen years for mineral purposes, in 
cases where it is shown that the allot- 
tee is for some reason incapacitated 
from developing his homestead himself. 
All these leases have to be approved by 
the Secretary of the Interior. The 
lease rules on surplus lands that were 
effective in the Creek and Cherokee na- 
tions are now effective all over the ter- 
ritory. The new regulations do not dis- 
turb an existing valid lease. 


There are hundreds of applications to 


sell lands now on file in the Indian agen- 
cy that have been accumulating while 
the agent waited for new rules. These 
will now be posted for sale at once.

DANGER IN DISTRICTING. 


Friday Judge Clayton arrives in 


Ada to meet the citiaens of this record^ 
ing district and arrange for a hurried 
enumeration of the district's inhabit- 
ants, on which to base our representa- 
tion in the coming constitutional con- 
vention. Whatever may be the merits 
or demerits of this-plan, it puts the 
census in the people's hands. 
That 


feature alone is reason sufficient to 
arouse an interest among the citizens 
of the district and to stimulate a large 
and representative meeting 
Friday. 


It is to be regretted that Judge Clay- 


tan's popular plan is not being followed 
by the members of the districting 
board who have charge of the crude 
census in the northern nations of the 
territory; also it is to be regretted that 
these enumerators appointed in the 
Choctaw and Chickasaw nations have 
not time to take a thorough census. 
Here's the reason for the regrets: 


In official circles it has been assumed 


that there are 750,000 people in each 
territory. Indian Territory being al- 
lowed a total of fifty-five delegates in 
the convention, it is being assumed 
that a delegate will be coming to ap- 
proximately each 14,000. 
Unquestion- 


ably the Choctaw-Chickasaw country 
will not be 
accorded 
a population 


greater than that shown by the returns 
of these enumerators in the districts, 
though it may be smaller. 
In the 


short time allowed for the work—for 
instance the sixteenth District will have 
five days—the full population can not 
possibly be enumerated. 


Under the circumstances the figures 


of the two southern nations are svire to 
be small enough. Suppose they should 
show an average of 14,000 for each 
district, or a total of 200.000. 
What 


would hinder the board from giving the 
other 
nations—Cherokee. Creek and 


Seminole—the remainder of the 750,000 
people, or nearly three-fourths of the 
delegates? 


Such proceedure wouldn't be so aw- 


ful "raw;" it is quite conceivable. In 
those nations they aae making census 
estimates without publicity and only 
from partisan sources, and the shout 
has gone down the republican*line that 
there has been in the last few years a 
much heavier influx of settlers in the 
north part than the south part of the 
territory. 
It is a notorious fact that 


the bulk, of the republicans live in the 
north part; and almost equally notor- 
ious that the lower side has experienced 
as much immigration 
and contains 


more people than the north side. 


The News is not assailing the in- 


tegrity of the districting board, but 
that board is republican, the party is 
under oath to carry the new state, they 
know desperate efforts alone will se- 
cure a majority for the party —and it 
would be so easy, almost conscientious; 
just to close the enumeration by giving 
the northern nations the rest of the 
750,000 aft or 
subtracting the little 


bunch which will be returned from the 
Choctaw-Chickasuw section. 


The .Nows hopes this will not occur, 


but it can't keep from pointing out the 
peril.

Vital Organ of. Great Egyptian King 


Preserved in Vase for 


3,164 Years. 


A recent issue of the Compte4 Ken. 


(Jus of the Paris academy contains ait 
account of the successful identification 
of the heart of Barneses I|., the Sesoa- 
trla of the Greeks, after having been 
preserved since 1258 B. C. in soda and 
reslnoid antiseptics. 
' 
, 


Some , months ago, says the New 


York Times, the council of the;. Na- 
tional Museum of the Louvre aspired 
possession of the four vases in blue 
enamel which contain the viscera and 
tieart of Rainesea II.. and bear large 
medallions representing the names and 
attributes of the ilng. 


The directors of the Egyptian muse- 


um desired absolute confirmation as tit 
the contents of the vases and Intrusted' 
the examination of their contents to 
M. Lortet, who, with bis colleagues, 
Professors 
Hugounenq, Renaut 
and 


Rigan. made a careful physiological ex-; 
amlnation. Three of the vases conr 
tnlned bandages of linen tightly com- 
pacted and hardened by the carbonate 
of soda and aromatic resinous sub- 
stances of reddish color, which had 
heen employed as antiseptics and hart 
probably contained the stomach, Intes- 
trnes and liver of the great king. These 
viscera, however, were only found to 
be represented by r. quantity of grann- 
!ar matter, mixed with a large propor- 
tion of powdered carbonate of soda 
and so could not be Identified. 


The fourth vase, which was fitted 


with a lid or cover adorned with the 
head of a jackal, proved to contain th? 
heart. This organ was found trans- 
formed into a kind of oval plate, eight 
centimeters long and four centimeters 
wide. The substance of the heart wa» 
Hornlike and the saw had to be used In 
obtaining sections of it for examination 
and finally the razor, so as to reduce 
these sections to the attenuation neces- 
sary for inlcroscopic examination. 


Under the mlscroscope these section* 


Save unmistakable evidence of the mne- 
cular fibers peculiar to the heart, espe- 
cially characterized by being arranged 
In bundles of such fibers, crossing each 
other. 
Since this special muscular 


arrangement \g not found in any other 
part of the body except the tongue and 
«s the mummy of Rameses II., which 
Is preserved at Cairo, contains the 
tongue Intact, 
the experts have no 


doubt whatever that the vase actually- 
contained the heart of Rameses II. flat- 
tened and transformed Into a hornlike 
substance by its long sojourn in the 
soda preservatives. 


King Ramesee II. died 1.368 years be- 


fore the Christian era and hence some 
3,164 vears have elapsed since hie heart 
was flni embalmed.

may have a new line of activity added 
to it* numerous functions in the Indian 
Tenitory in the n«ar future—namely, 
aupjHomimt the padrone, or banking 
Byctofr* among the Italian miners in 
the coal belt. The padrone system has 
caused no end of mischief in the east 
and It promisee to be just as vicious in 
tiua neighborhood. 
The system is 


founded upon the extreme ignorance of 
on* class of Italians and the shrewd- 
neat of anotfaef. 
It is seldom that an 


ItaBan laborer in the coal belt can be 
found who will put his money in a bank. 
Every Saturday he takes his surplus 
which is always large to his padrone, 
the clever Italian, who receives it and 
TIM* it sometimes for years at a stretch 
without giving the least security or 
paying any interest. 
It is estimated in this city and the 


surrounding coal towns that a sum in 
excess of $160,090 of Italian money is 
in the hands of the various padrones of 
the mining camps. 
Part of this large 


sum is deposited m the local banks and 
part of it, by a system not understood 
outside of its votaries, goes from one 
padrone to another until at last it 
reaches the large padrone banks in 
New York and New Jersey which are 
legal institutions patronized onlj bj 
Italians 


The department of justice has re- 


ceived no instructions as yet but it is 
presumed that the padrone system will 
be broken up by the prosecutions of 
the chief Italians for doing a banking 
business without any license and b> 
methods contrary to the laws govern- 
ing banks in this territory. 
Notwith- 


standing the fact that the Italians have 
been warned time and time again, thej 
still stay by their padrones and the sum 
deposited by them each month with 
these men would make an ordinary man 
nch.

In reading the News I noticed an 


item mentioning my remittance to the 
paper and referring to the time it takes 
for mail to travel to and fro from here 
to Indian^ Territory. W« count it Jucky 
if we get mail within six weeks after 
its date, but most of our mail i* from 
four to five week8 old. Notwithstanding 
its age, 1 am always eager to receive 
the News, and a few of my comrades 
are as eager as I am. 


I will say a word about life in the 


Islands which may interest some of 
your readers. Camp Keithleyis on the 
Mindanao island and in Moro province. 
It is situated on top of a mountain 30,- 
000 feet above the sea level. The cli- 
mate is mild but it is very sultry in the 
low lands during the day. 


Vegetation grows so fast that in two 


weeks grass grows as high as a man's 
head 
Through many places clothed in 


this rank vegetation soldiers have to 
pass when on marches, and there is 
where the Moro enemy hide themselves. 
Sometimes when soldiers are on the 
march the treacherous enemy will 
spring from hiding places in the high 
grass and cut down a soldier with his 
bolo and escape defore assistance can 
be gi\en the victim

;his matter be referred to the grand 
jury at the next term of this court, who 
will have the advantage of the testi- 
mony submitted to us and will not have 
to grope in the dark in an effort to find 
clews. 


"Believing that we can do no more 


in this matter, we ask to be dis- 
charged." 


When the report was read Judge

On being interviewed later he stated 


that he regarded it as a gross miscar- 
riage of justice.

DISTRICT IN SESSION 


NEW REGULATIONS WILL 


MAKE SALABLE MUCH LAND 


Musk ogee, I. T., July 19.-Keen in- 


terest is taken in the new rules and 
regulations under which inherited lands 
in Indian Territory may be sold and the 
full-blood may lease. The first copy of 
the regulations were received by In- 
spector Wright today 
It is estimated 


that under the inherited land law one- 
fourtfc of the land in Indian Territory 
will be placed on the market, at least 
it will be made saleable and taxable. 


Toe only change that is made in the 


inherited lands from the present mode 
of selling through the Indian agency is 
that the application to oell must be 
nuA. fay identified heirs of the deceased 
allottee. The land listed for sale must 
be advertised in a newspaper that is 
published in a nation where the land 
he*.In the tease rules there are some im- 
portant changes. The oil lease rules 
that nave been effective in the Creek 
and Cherokee nations for some time are 
extended over the Choctaw and Chick- 


asaw nations. 
The Curtis bill prohibi- 


ted the full-blood Indians from selling 
or leasing their homesteads under any 
consideration 
The new rule provides 


that the homesteads may be leased for 
three years for grazing 
purposes, 


five years for agricultural purpose* and 
fifteen years for mineral purposes, in 
cases where it is shown that the allot- 
tee is for some reason incapacitated 
from developing his homestead himself. 
All these leases have to be approved by 
the Secretary of the Interior. The 
lease rules on surplus lands that were 
effective in the Creek and Cherokee na- 
tions are now effective all over the ter- 
ritory. The new regulations do not dis- 
turb an existing valid lease. 


There are hundreds of applications to 


sell lands now on file in the Indian agen- 
cy that have been accumulating while 
the agent waited for new rules. These 
will now be posted for sale at once.

DANGER IN DISTRICTING. 


Friday Judge Clayton arrives in 


Ada to meet the citizens of this record- 
ing1 district and arrange for a hurriec 
enumeration of the district's inhabit- 
ants, on which to base our representa- 
tion in the coming constitutional con- 
vention. Whatever may be the merits 
or demerits of this plan, it puts the 
census in the people's hands. 
That 


feature alone is reason sufficient to 
arouse an mtei est among the citizens 
of the district and to stimulate a large 
and representative meeting 
Friday. 


It is to be regretted that Judge Clay- 


tan's popular plan is not being followed 
by the members 
of the districting 


board who have charge of the crude 
census in the northern nations of the 
territory; also it is to be regretted that 
these enumerators appointed m the 
Choctaw and Chickasaw nations have 
not time to take a thorough census. 
Here's the reason for the regrets 


In official circles it has been assumec 


that there are 750,000 people in each 
territory. 
Indian Territory being al- 


lowed a total of fifty-five delegates in 
the convention, it is being assumed 
that a delegate will be coming to ap- 
proximately each 14,000. 
Unquestion- 


ably the Choctaw-Chickasaw country 
will not be 
accorded 
a population 


greater than that shown by the returns 
of these enumerators in the districts, 
though it may be smaller. 
lu the 


short time allowed for the work—for 
instance the sixteenth district will have 
five days—the full population can not 
possibly be enumerated 


Under the circumstances the figures 


of the two southern nations are sure to 
be small enough 
Suppose they should 


show an average of 14,000 for each 
district, or a total of 200,000 
What 


would hinder the board from giving the 
other 
nations—Cherokee. Creek and 


Semmole—the remainder of the 750,000 
people, or nearly three-fourths, of the 
delegates? 


Such proceedure wouldn't be so aw- 


ful "raw," it is quite conceivable 
In 


those nations they aae making census 
estimates without publicity and only 
from partisan sources, and the shout 
has gone down the republican*hne that 
there has been in the last few years a 
much heavier influx of settlers in the 
north part than the south pait of the 
territory. 
It is a notorious fact that 


the bulk, of the republicans live m the 
north part, and al.nott equally notor- 
ious that the lower sideha^ expenenced 
as much immigration 
and contains 


more people than the north »idt 


The News is not assailing the in- 


tegrity of the distucting board, but 
that board la republican, the party i»> 
under oath to carr.\ the ne\\ state, they 
know desperate effoits alone will se-

Vital Organ of. Great Egyptian King 


Preserved in Vase for 


3,164 Years. 


A recent issue ol the Compte4 Ren 


dus of tLe Paris academy contains ait 
account of the successful identification 
of the heart of Rameses LI., the Sesos- 
trls of the Greeks, after having been 
preserved since 1258 B. C. in soda and 
reslnoid antiseptics 
• 
, 


Borne months ago, saya the New 


York Times, the council ot ther Na- 
tional Museum of the Louvre atfautrert 
possession of the four vases in blue 
frnamel which contain the viscera and 
heart of Raineses II.. and bear large 
medallions representing the names and 
attributes of the ilng. 


The directors of the Egyptian muse- 


um desired absolute confirmation as to,*1 
the contents of the vases and Intrusted1 
the examination of their contents to 
M. Lortet, who, with his colleagues,' 
Professors 
Hugounenq, Renaut and 


Rigan, irmde a caieful physiological ex-, 
amlnation 
Three of the vases con- 


tained bandages of linen tightly com- 
pacted and hardened by the carbonate 
of soda and aromatic resinous sub- 
ttances of reddish color, which had 
heen employed as antiseptics and had 
vvobably contained the stomach, Intes- 
trnes and liver of the great king These 
viscera, however, were only found to 
be represented by , quantity of gramv 
'ar matter, mixed wuh a large proper 
tlon of powdered carbonate of soda 
and so could not be Identified. 


The fourth vase, whirh was fitted 


with a lid or cover adorned with the 
aead of a Jackal, proved to contain th? 
heart. This organ was found 
trans- 


*orm*d into a kind of oval plate, eight 
Centimeters long and four centimeters 
wide. The substance of the heart wa* 
aornllke and the it'w had to be used in 
obtaining sections of it for examination 
and finally the ra/or, so as to reduce 
these secMons to the attenuation neces- 
sary for inlrroscoplc examination 


Vnder the mlscrosrope these section* 


Save unmistakable evidence of the mus- 
cular fibers peculiar to the heart, espe- 
cially characterised by being arranged 
In bundles of such fibers, crossing each 
other 
Since this special muscular 


arrangement is not found in any other 
part of the body except the tongue and 
as the mummy of Rameses II., which 
Is preserved 
at Cairo, contains the 


tongue intact, fhe experts have no 
doubt whatever that the vase actually- 
contained the heart of Rameses II. flat- 
tened and transformed into a hornlike 
substance by its long sojourn In the I 
soda preservatives 


King Barneses II died 1.268 years be- 


fore the Christian era and hence some 
3,164 vears hnve elapsed since his heart 
was flrst embalmed.
